Shipley  Family  Reunion 
Held  at  Braddock  Heights 


The  sixth  annual  reunion  of  the 
Shipley  family  was  held  at  Braddock 
Heights, -Md.,     Sunday,    August  24, 
1930,   with   Isaac   N.   Shipley,  presi- 
dent of  the  organization  in  the  chair, 
The  morning  session  hegan  by  sing- 
ing, '  Blest  Be  The  Tie  That  Binds." 
This  was  followed  by  prayer  by  the 
Rev.  Lester     Dulaney,     of  Walford. 
Md.,  who  also  preached  to  those  as- 
sembled.  After   reading     the  scrip- 
ture lesson,  which  was  taken  from 
St.   Matthews   15:     21-28,     "What  a 
Friend  We  Have  In  Jesus"  was  sung. 
Next  we  were  favored  by  a  selection 
entitled,  "Jesus     Is    Watching  His 
Own,"  sung  by  Hazel,  Ralph,  Russell 
and  Wilbur  Shipley,  of  Westminster, 
Md    The  Rev.  Dulaney  gave  a  very 
able  and  impressive  discourse  review- 
ing of  the  Bible  story  relating  the 
o-reat  love  an  unknown  mother  exhi- 
bited for  the  welfare  of  her  daugh- 
ter   He  especially     emphasized  the 
immediate  interest  that    Jesus  -dis- 
played where  the  world  was  looking 
today  foi-another  direct  message  from 
God  so  as  to  clear  the  confusion  that 
is  now  prevalent  everywhere.
